Pever.il farmers In Haywood cour.ty
«rc cxperlmentlng wlth cotton ln an

effort to ntlnpt It to thls cllmate. Tho

dlfflculty In ralslng cotton here le that
tlir neasons are too short, and lt U
kllled by frost before the boll ls do-
vtlopcd. Those who Aro cxperlmentlng
nre enthusiastlc. and belleve that it
can- bc acollmated. and that lt wlll
eventually become one of the prlncipal
erops of the mountaln section of North
Carollna and nelghborlng Stntes.

Thls ls perhaps tho first attempt of
tlie klnft ever made. A bale of cotton
has never bpen"_i*t'1sod In the Western
section of the State, and lt has always
been belleved that lt was imposslble.
Those who have studled the mattor
from a HCfentlfic side say that the soll.
whlch is wonderfully fertlje, ls ad-
mlrahly adapted to cotton, and that the
only diffieulty Ifl the short seasons.
The plan of those who are carr'yln?

on the experlment is to gradually
.vd-ipt the plnnt to «uch seasons, be-
llcvlng that lt wlll eventually mfttur**
lietore frost. Thus, what was grovvn
thls year was protccted from tho heavy
frost. The seed that developed was

carefully gathered, and wlll be planted
63 early as pcrnilsslble next sprlng,
and theplan'to protccted from the early
frost as thls year. Wlthln a few yeurs,
It is belleved. the boll wlll develop be-
iore the first frost. Several years &s°
one of tho. inea who ls now carrylnp
on the expeWment got some corn from
Mlsslssippl, but. founj the same dlf-
flcilty as'with eolton ralslng- But
a'tfr 3. few years of cultivatlon it be*
tanic almost perfect];.* acctlmated. To-
day some of the flnest corn ln Hay
wooj county in raised from thls seed.
brlginally from MIssIsslppI.
While cotton CRn perhaps never be

¦alsed here ln such quantlties as In
the Piedmont. it will be a great asset
to the farmer as n. side llne. particu¬
lar:;. at prices now prevalllng.
